He should either deal direct with an agent 
of repute or get an expert to give the car 
a thorough test before he parts with his cash, 
For his own sake, the trustworthy agent will 
not allow a mechanically defective: car to 
leave his unless he has explained - 
fully and candidly what the defects are. If 
he gives a written guarantee that a car is 
sound his word can be relied upon. 


Lubrication. 

I came across a ear the other day which 
had done less than 4,000 miles, and yet was 
rapidly becoming a crock. Its owner is one 
of those —s uals who a —- 
creakings groanings, but thi a 
car is all right so long as it will take him 
along the road, ’ He is, to put it mildly, the 
kind of fool with whom it is useless to argue. 

Parts of a car which too. many owner- 
drivers neglect are the springs, A friend of 
mine whose one great passion is to maintain 
his car in perfect order told me the other day 
that once a year he takes his springs to 
pieces, lubricates them ag. NEÍ ute them 
together, binds them with cord, and ever the 
cord binds insulating tape, which he enamels 
heavily, thus providing a perfectly waterproof 
covering. At the end of twelve months, 
when he examines them, there is no sign of 
rust. 

Where a great many people go wrong is 
that they merely smear the springs externally 
with heayy grease before they apply the 

siter, In course of time this grease. mes 
ioe and dry and prevents further lubrication 
working in between the springs. If gaiters 
are used, nothing thicker than vaseline or 
hub lubricant should be used.

inquest in St. Vincent's Hospital yesterda 
on Civic Guard John Murrin se Di Eire 
of Bruckless, County Donegal, died in 
the hospital on Sunday, as the result of a 
bullet wound received near Carrick-on-Suir 


on Tuesday, 6th May, when Sergeant Gritlin 


was killed. 

Guard Collins, stationed at Carrick-on- 
Suir, said that on Sth May last, while 
patrolling the Cregg road, he met a man 
cycling on the footpath. He signalled to the 
man to get off the path. Instead of doing 
so the man put on speed, and away. 
That evening at about 4.40 o'clock, he met 
the same man again cycling on the path. 
Witness backed ainst the wall, thinking 
that he would not seen, and when within 
100 yards of the man, walked over. 
\s he did so the man fired one revolver shot 
from an autematic Colt, 

On the following day Sergeant Griffin. left 
the barrack along with Guard Murrin to go 
to the man’s house. Witness ised a 
photograph (produced) as that of the man 
who had fired at him on 5th May. The 
photograph was one of “Sonny” Dwyer, 
who hved at Cregg, Killonery, County Kil- 
kenny, | 

The official records of the barrack showed | 
that these were the premises that Griffin and 
Guard Murrin went to on 6th May. 

Sergeant Edward Morgan, of the Dépét, 
Pheenix Park, said that he visited Guard 
Murrin in the Hospital last Saturday. As 
the Guard said he was dying, witness asked 
f he wished to make a statement. Murrin 
did not reply. Witness then produced the 
photograph, and Murrin said: “ That is the 
man that shot Sergeant Griffin and me. 
that is the man.”’ 

DEATH-BED DECLARATION. 
In the presence of Dr. Kirby and witness, 

Murrin made the following statement :— 

[, John Murrin, having the fear of 
death before me, and having no hope of 
recovery, make the following statement : — 
I recognise in the photograph which I have 
signed the man that shot Sergeant Griftin 
and me. The only difference is that he 
looks younger in that photo. That is the 
man that shot Sergeant Griffin and me. 
Yes, that is him.” 

This statement Murrin signed. He also 
signed the photograph. 

Mrs. Mary Burke said that Philip Dwyer 
called her about 4 o'clock on 6th May. She 
vent out on the road, and he said: ** Jesus, 
Mary, and Joseph.” That was all he would 
say at first. He then said that two Guards 
nad been shot, and asked her to go to them, 
while he went for a priest and doctor. She 
aw Guard Murrin, who asked for a drink, 
and said, pointing to Sergeant Griffin, “ That 

or fellow is dead.’’ She then got two car 

ishions to hft up Guard Murrin. All this 

‘ook place in the yard attached to Dwyer’s 
house, She lived about two fields away. 
She saw nobody else there. 

Dr. Kirby, House Surgeon, St. Vincent’s 
Hospital, said that death was due to myelites, 
following gunshot wounds, and also to heart 
failure. He produced the bullet extracted. 
Murrin had been in the hospital since May 
Sth, except for a few days, when he went to 
Lourdes. 

The Coroner said that it was a deplorable 
state of affairs that a man should shoot two 
Guards in the discharge of their duty. The 
man was about to be arrested on a minor 
charge, when he deliberately shot these two 
men, one of whom he killed outright. Murrin 
had his spinal cord severed. He was prac- 
tically dead from the middle down. He did 
not see how they could bring in any ver@ict 
except one of wilful murdor against the man 
whom Murrin ha‘ idertified. 

After prolonged deliberation, the jury re- 
turned the following verdict :— 

“We find that John Murrin died in St. 
Vincent's Hospital on 19th _ inst., from 
mvyelites, following gunshot wounds, and, 
secondly, from heart failure, following septic 
absorption. In our opinion wilful murder, 
but we have not sufficient evidence as to who 
fired the shot.” 

Mr. D. O'Flaherty, State Solicitor, repre- 
sented the authorities. 

The remains of Guard Marrin were sub- 
sequently taken to Amiens street Station, 
en route for Bruckless, Co. Donegal. 

Mr. Joseph Murrin, brother, was. chief 
mourner, and there were present :—General 
O'Duffy, Chief Commissioner, Civic Guards ;

THE PRESERVATION OF GAME, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stx,—Most of your correspondents appear 
to have an impression that the whole secret 
of successiul ane reservation hangs on the 
cxtent to which a shooting man can be taxed. 
Game in most districts has arrived at such a 
low ebb that the first problem sportsmen must 
tackle is how best we can preserve and in- 
crease the few remaining bitds—not how many 
guns we can put in the field at 5s. or £5 a 
head. With the majority of the old sporting 
gentry gone, the question of preservation pre- 
sents an entirely different aspect. As most of 
the present shooters in Lreland forget that 
game exists except when they are actually shoot- 
ing it, they look upon game as something that 
should spring out of the earth like a mush- 
room. 7 ' 

The result is that in the breeding season 
no one is worrying about game preservation. 
In short, game in Ireland is hopelessly 
neglected at the most critical period. The 
young are devoured by vermin and shot by 
the pot-hunter, who ises no close 
season. Speaking as one who has spent all 
his life at game preservation, I regret the dis- 
appearance of grouse afid partridges more than 
any. If the shooting men in Ireland want real 
sport, they will have to forget the fallacy that 
exists with regard to Sgr: rice in 
order to increase the stock, it is necessary to 
shoot the only covey in the district. 

My suggestions are these: Prohibit the 
shooting and sale of grouse and partridges in 
the Free State for two seasons. In the 
interval attack their enemies ruthlessly — 

ehogs, stoats, hawks, magpies and pot- 
hunters. When there are enough birds to 
make shooting worth while, start the partridge 
season at the original date—September 20th 
—— still, October Ist. 

ne of your correspondents suggests an all- 
round 5s. licence ; sasther, no licence. Both 
suggestions seem to me suicidal. Bring shoot- 
ing game within reach of everyone and there 
is the end of it. We have tried the “no 
Jicence ' idea during the past two seasons, 
and it is not necessary to state the result here. 
Until the time ‘arrives w game can be 
produced like paper marks the shooting of it 
must belong to those who can afford to pay. 
I wonder if your correspondent who suggests 
the prohibiting of the sale of game altogether 
in the Free State has tried the expense of 
rearing three or four thousand asants.—

The Inspector—These figures appear to be 
rather large?

When tenders were in- 
vited he thaught that the cost would be much 
reduced. Continuing, he said that in the first 
scheme the cottages cost £143 1s.

The Inspector—And the cost to-day is double 
that sum.

Mr. Patrick Caffery, Chairman of the 
Council, in his evidence, stated that the need 
for houses in the Terenure district was very 
great.

The coming contest in Tyrone and Fer- 
managh will be one of the most interesting 
in the history of the constituency. In most 
of the Roman Catholic churches yesterday the 
congregations were advised to abstain from 
voting, but one cannot be certain that this 
advice will be followed by the majority of 
Nationalists.

Davis Strait, which runs between Greenland 
and Baffin Land. | It encountered very bad 
weather, and Captain Pedersen and his crew 
had hard work in making their way through 
the ice and dodging the icebergs that were 
moving southwards. 

After a harassing passage North Star Bay, 
one of the: Danish company’s stations, was 
reached, and here some stores were landed. 
Hearing from the Eskimos that the explorer 
had gone to Baffin Land, Captain Pedersen 
set off for Ponds Bay, in the northern part 
of Baffin Land. There they found Peter 
Freuchen, who was suffering from frostbite, 
and in a bad state of health. His toes had 
been frozen off, his food was running short, 
and he was living on seal, walrus, reindeer 
and fish, which he caught and shot. Four 
of the explorer’s native helpers were also 
lost—two men and two women. 

Owing to Freuchen’s condition the natives 
had set out with dogs and sledges to try to 
secure assistance. eir intentions were to 
cross Bylot Island to Lancaster Sound and 
cross the ice on the Sound to the North 
Devon; thence they were to make their way 
over Jones’ Sound to Ellesmere Island, and 
finally make their way southwards to Cape 
York. Owing to the severity of the winter. 
however, their plans were frustrated, and 
they had to turn back and were stranded on 
the north of Bylot Island, where they were 
discovered by Captain Pedersen, who took 
them and their dogs and sledges on board the 
schooner. 

The only boat which touches Pond’s Islet 

where the explorer was found is a Canadian 
police vessel, which calls there once a year 
to land twe constables and a sergeant of the 
Canadian North-West Mounted Police, and 
take those who have been there back to 
Canada. The explorer, however, had evidently 
been taken ill afier the boat had gone, and 
as it would not be back for another year and 
as the police had probably moved on, the 
Eskimos had set out for help. 
_ After taking the explorer and the Eskimos 
on board the schooner, Captain Pedersen set 
out for Cape York, where he landed the 
natives and stores for the trading station 
there, at the same time taking on furs for 
home. Leaving Cape York, he made for 
Upernivik, where the exvlorer left the 
schooner to join a steamer which had arrived 
there and was to take him home, 

After securing a supply of furs and a cargo 
of graphite, the Sokongen set ont for this 
country and, on arriving at Aberdeen, the 
skins, which were uncured, were despatched 
to London. The schooner is at present lying 
at Aberdeen waiting orders from home. 

[The Sokongen is a wooden schooner of 
100 tons, fitted with an auxiliary motor 
engine. It was built in 1920 in Nakskov, 
Denmark, and owned by M. Ib. Nyboe, 
Copenhagen. }

LABOUR FAILURE TO 
SOLVE IT, 


— €—— 


In a leading article The 7”imes observes :— 
The Labour Party has got itself into a sad 
tangle over the problem of unemployment. At 
the last election it assered that it, and it 
alone, had the cure for unemployment. When 


cure, its spokesmen complained bitterly of the 
unreason and unfairness of asking them to 
cure an age-long problem like unemployment 
in six short months. By itself the plea was 
good; but almost simultaneously they pro- 
ceeded to invalidate it by reiterating their 
boast that they had the cure for unemploy- 
ment, and by claiming that the reduction in 
the number of unemployed since they took 
office was their work. 

After that only one thing could save them 
from being convicted of making claims they 
could not substantiate, and of talking ron- 
sense when they expounded their theories of 
unemployment—a continued improvement in 
the figures of unemployment. Unfortunately, 
the figures refused to respond. At the end 
of July they began to go up. and from that 
time on they continued to rise. 

the Government, it is clear, had not 
realised until it undertook the responsibility 
of office how intractable was the problem. 
The whole mass of abnormal unemployment 
is attributed to Mr. Lloyd George and his 
associates; the source and explanation of al! 
our distress is the Treaty of Versailles—to 
which may be added, since abuse of Mr. 
Churchill will raise an enthusiastic shout in 
every Socialist audience, the support given 
to opponents of the Bolshevist revolution. 
It is a line that has a considerable rhetorical 
value, since it enables the speaker to reduce 
a complicated social and economic problem 
to a question of personalities. Has it any 
other value? We may doubt it. 

What is the explanation of the present 
abnormal unemployment. Every student of 
the problem knows, and Mr. Snowden. him- 
self, referred to it in a speech in the House 
in July, it is the expansion of certain indus- 
tries by the demand for munitions to a size 
at which they cannot command full employ- 
ment under peace conditions. 

Whatever the defects of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, however much its negotiators may 
have subordinated economic to political con- 
siderations, it cannot be blamed for this un- 
employment. It was a direct and an in- 
evitable consequence of the war. It consti- 
tutes the most difficult and urgent of the 
domestic problems which face any Govern- 
ment in this country. The Labour Govern- 
ment ignored it. They will hardly cover up 
their failure by substituting personalities for 
serious argument.

DECISION OF THE BRITISH 
NATIONAL GALLERY. 


The late Sir Claude Phillips, the eminent 
art critic, bequeathed a number of his pictures 
by old masters to the National Gallery in 
London.. These pictures have been carefully 
examined (says J'he T'imea) during the past 


the Gallery, and after careful consideration it 
has been decided not to accept the gift. The 
authorities had no option but to select or 
reject the whole of the pictures named in the 
will, and. as there was no outstanding master- 
piece which the Gallery required among those 
named, the Trustees have considered it the 
wiser policy to waive their rights to the 
bequest as a whole. 

The decision may be open to criticism im 
some quarters, but the Trustees’ decision will 
be generally approved by art connoisseurs. 
Sir Claude Phillips’s name will in another way 
be always associated with the National 
Gallery; for the Gallery is, jointly with the 
Star and Garter Home for Disabled Soldiers 
and Sailors, the residuary legatee of the 
estate. 

The National Gallery will in this way be 
in a position to make additions to its treasures 
with which the name of the great art critic 
will be for all time associated. It will be 
remembered that Sir Claude Phillips in 1910 
presented to the National Gallery a fine 
ase of “Christ Blessing,” by Benedetto

President Ebert has dissolved the Reiche 
stag. The decree says that “the present 
Giovernment’s continuance in office, and the 
formation of a new Government on tha 
lines of the present Government’s internat 
and external policy, have been rendered 
impossible as a result of Parliamentary 
difficulties.’”’ 

It is also stated in the decree that the 
efforts of the Chancellor to extend the 
present Government in order to create a 
trustworthy majority for the continuance 
of the present policy have failed definitely. 
As there was no other way out of the diffi- 
culty, Dr. Marx, in agreement with the 
entire Cabinet, requested President Ebert 
to dissolve the Reichstag. 


THE CRISIS EXPLAINED. 


WHY THE CABINET WAS 


DISSOLVED.

BERLIN, Monday Night. 

The German Reichstag, as a result of the 
Chancellor’s failure to form a Coalition 
Ministry, is to be dissolved immediately, and 
new elections held. 

Dr, Marx this evening formally asked 
Chancellor Ebert to consent to this decision 
of the Cabinet, and the request was at once 
conceded. : 

This dissolution ends the fourteenth post. 
war Governmental crisis, and, incidentally, 
also the unworthy political spectacle border- 
ing on farce, which has persisted fer four 
weeks past, and by which the Parliamentary 
system of government has been completely 
discredited. 

The surface cause for the dissolution has 
been the resolute refusal of the small Demo- 
cratic Party, numbering 28 members, to 
support a projected Government in which the 
Junkers were to have posts, and the Demo- 
crats’ insistence on the withdrawal of their 
members, notably the Minister of Defence, 
Herr Gessler, from any such Government. 

A deeper cause of the dissolution is found 
in the conflict between the Republicans and 
Monarchists—a conflict latent during recent 
years, but now, at the moment when Ger- 
many is resuming her place economically and 
politically as a Great Power, revived and 
acute. The German Nationalists, who for 
five years past have bitterly opposed all 
Republican Governments, feel that the time 
has come for them to attempt to seize control 
of the German Government. 

Their ‘‘hour’’—now that the Dawes 
Report settles the reparations question, when 
a successful loan flotation provides Germany 
with money, and French policy has assumed 
milder aspects—they think has now come. 
The Centre Party succumbed to Nationalist 
pressure, and was ready to consent to the 
Junkers being included in the Cabinet, but, 
happily, the Democrats resisted with the 
result—-dissolution. 

In the forthcoming elections Germany will 
decide whether the Republic is a living vit 
thing, or whether the Hohenzollerns in exile 
can pack up their trunks in preparation for 
their eventual return. The Prussian Landtag 
is also to be dissolved, the elections taking 
place on the same day as those for the 
Reichstag, probably on December 7th. 

A Socialist newsagency gives the date of 
the elections, however, as November 23rd.

HEAVY LIST OF CASES,

Michaelmas sittings of the High Court. of 
fustice will be formally radian at Dublin 
Castle on Saturday, when the judges will 
arrange the lists as far as possible, No trials 
of any importance will take place until next 
Monday, when all jurors, special and common, 
must be in attendance, if they wish to avoid 
being fined. 

There are indications that the business of 
the Courts will be unusually heavy and that 
the judges will be kept working at high pres- 
sure until Christmas. In special and common 
yuries there are fifty-eight cases entered for 
trial up to the present, and more are expected 
in the course of the term. In addition to 
these, there are nearly a score of appeals from 
the Recorder’s Court (now defunct). 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy and Mr. Justice 
Johnston will take the Nisi Prius business. 
The President of the Court (Mr. Justice 
Sullivan) is engaged in the Central Criminal 
Court, Green street, where it is likely he, will 
be detained for several weeks. 

It is expected that there will be a large 
number of appeals from the Circuit. Courts 
throughout the country, and these must, under 
the new system, be heard before two judges 
of the High Court sitting in Dublin. The 
hearing will rest on the shorthand. writer's 
notes, and not by way of re-hearing as 
formerly. Under the new «mode of procedure 
the Chief Justice and the judges of. the 
Supreme Court will not be called upon. to 
assist in the disposal of the ordinary. business 


of the High Court. 

In the Court of Appeal (Chief Justice 
Kennedy, Mr. Justice O’Connor and Mr. 
Justice FitzGibbon) there are fourteen or 
fifteen cases for trial, some of which remained 
over from the last term. These include: two 
workmen's compensation cases from’ Kerry 
and Sligo, two appeals from the Bankruptcy 
Court, and four from Ennis under the Town 
Tenants Act. 

In the Court which is the equivalent of the 
Tate King’s Bench there are half a dozen new 
trial motions for hearing. Among these is the 
case of Cahill v. the Attorney-General, in 
which the plaintiff seeks a declaration on 
behalf of certain members ‘of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Poljce that they are existin 
officers within th® meaning of Articles 77 an 
78 of the Free State Constitution, and “that 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police Pay and 
Pensions Order of February, 1924, is witra 
wires so far as it purports to reduce their 
salaries. There are several appeals by the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue on the 
subject of income tax. In one case the amount 
involved is £12,000, and in the case of the 
Commissioners v.. the Bank of Ireland ‘(cor- 
pm profit tax) the sum involved is over 

50,000. 


In the Chancery Courts (Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan and Mr. Justice Meredith) there 
are twenty-one cases for trial. 

There are about forty notices of motion set 
aiown for the second day of the term. 

The foregoing is merely an outhne of the 
volume of business with which the Courts 
will be called upon to deal. In the opinion 
of some of the officers it will be necessary to 
appoint one or two more judges, if the bulk 
of the business is to be discharged within a 
reasonable time. 

e new robes for the judges and the 
members of the Bar have not yet been finally 
approved. The new Rules of Court will not 
eome into force for some time yet. 


THE FARMERS’ VIEW. 


IRISH CATTLE AND BACON. 


: Addressing the first of a series of organis- 
Ing meetings, under the auspices of the South 
Tipperary Farmers’ Union, -in Clonmel, Mr. 
D. Gorey, T.D., said that the farmers were 
out for a stabilising policy in the country. 
They were friends of no. (Government. or 
party, further than was consistent with the 
best interests of the country. They were 
friends of those who wanted to do the right 
thing in the right way. They had been sup- 
porters of the good men in the Government, 
who wanted to have a clean, honest policy, 
end to develop the country as it should 
be developed. They had been criticised, for 
supporting certain measures for law and 
erder in the country, but they made “no 
apology for what they had done for law and 
order. ; 

The farmers’ economic position was acute, 
and would become more acute. He°was on a 
ommittee that went to England to study 
market conditions of other countries’ pro- 
duce there, and they had got great results. 
They in Ireland did not take due interest in 
their cattle. There was a great “future “for 
the meat industry and for marketing lambs 
and bacon, and he did not see why they 
should not capture those markets. The 
Danish bacon methods were the best for. the 
Trish trade. In England and Scotland 
everyone put his shoulder into the work; and 
if the people of Ireland were not prepáred' to 
“- pull their weight” the country. could rot 
prosper. He stressed the need for -unity 
and organisation among the Irish farmers.

In the, Mansion House, at night, the Most 
Rev. Dr. Browne, Bishop of Cloyne, pregided 
over a. large meeting oí women. As the 
speakers entered. the. Round Room the 
audience sang the “ Veni Creator.”’ 

The~Rev. Father Turley read a telegram 
from the Pope, earnestly hoping: that the 
meetings would be crowned with success, and 
that - the. Society would. meet» with ever- 
increasing support. As a token of paternal 
interest, the Pope imparted the Apostolic 
Benediction to co-operators and participants in 
the Conference. 

The Chairman said that the subject chosen 
for the address was very large in extent, and 
of supreme importance. Upon the fulfilment 
of family obligations depended the future of 
parents and children, alike in this world and 
in the next. If parents neglected their 
parental duties, all interests suffered. On the 
other hand, if these obligations were fulfilled 
there. was a well-founded . hope 
children would “grow up to be the joy and 
crown of their parents, a source of strength 
to the country, and a source of pride to the 
Holy Catholic Church.

The education of the child was the ia] 
work of the mother.. The school’ and the 
Church could -only. build on the foundations 
laid by the mother. If that foundation was 
weak or bad, their efforts would fail. It 
was an error to leave the moral and religious 
training of children almost entirely. to the 
school teacher and the priest. If the 
Christian families of the future. wete to be 
strengthened against the lure of the world, 
the work must _— in the .

THREE ACTIONS IN CIRCUIT 
COURT. 


Yesterday. in the Dublin Circuit Court, 
Patrick Canavan,. of 24 Little Ship. street, 
sued ‘the Dublin Box Co. for £20 for injuries 
sustained by the negligent-driving of a motor 
car by one of the defendants’ employés. The 
motor car collided with a pony and 'van which 
plaintiff was ‘driving. Richard Carbury, who 
owned the pony, ‘claimed’ £30 for damage to 
the animal and van. The collision took place 
opposite the City Hall in Dame street on 
August 15th. 

The driver of the motor car was examined, 
and said that the impact was very slight 
and that no injury was done to the driver, 
pony or van. :

which a. collision, took place. 

Mr. R. T. Cherry (instructed by Mr. 5. A. 
French) appeared for the plaintiff, 

Mr. Gerald Byrne appeared for the defen- 
dant. 

Plaintiff,.a farmer, stated that on the 16th 
of March last he was motoring from Grey- 
stones to Bray, when at the ‘* half moon 
corner the defendant’s motor, which “was 
going at a rapid rate, ran into his.car, and 
tore away the right fore-wheel and other parts 
of the front of the car. As a result the car 
was not fit to use for a considerable time, 
and he had to hire motor ears to dó his 
work. 

The defendant stated that he was driving 
a Talbot. motor car from Bray to Greystones 
at about six miles an hour on low gear. . The 
plaintiff came round the corner at twenty- 
five miles an hour, and his car struck his 
(defendant’s) car with full force. 

Mr. Justice Dromgoole said that he believed 
the defendant’s story. having regard to the 
formation of the road, and the fact that the 
defendant was driving up hill and the 
plaintiff was driving down..
